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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-2, 4-12, 14 and 25-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over (US 5,257,418). Jaskiewicz discloses a glove (10) that prevent injury, col. 4, lines 33-41 
defining a base layer that extends over the palm and thumb to protect the hand, figure 1 having 
integral hook and loop fasteners on internal facing surface, col. 3, line 17- col. 4, line 62 such 
that a plurality of removable protective air layers/one or more air cushions at a given location on 
the palm, col. 4, lines 66-68 are smaller than the base layer and sized to correspond to bones/joint 
covered by the glove as shown in figure 3A. Further, a waterproof/impermeable cover layer is 
secured to the relative to the protective layer, col. 3, lines 18-26. 

Col. 5, lines 14-15 of Jaskiewicz '418 states that the plurality of air layers prevents the need 
for buying gloves having padding or gel. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one skilled in 
the art at the time the invention was made to recognize that the plurality of removable air layers 
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of Jaskiewicz can be substituted with padding, gel, hot/cold packs, splints, etc since such devices 
are alternative but equivalent in dissipating force of impact imposed thereon when the glove is 
worn.

3. The amendment and arguments filed on May 6, 2008 has been considered. In view of 
such the amendment has necessitated a newly discovered prior art to be applied thus making this 
office action FINAL and the arguments moot.
